The War Manpower Commis- 
sion today has a letter from the 
Upland chamber of commerce 
pointing out the need for build- 
ing priorities to permit construc- 
tion of new residences. And the 
letter contains evidence — state- 
ments from defense workers and 
others who are unable to find any 
accommodations here. 

For several weeks, statements 
have been obtained from local 
house-hunters about their need for 
living accommodations in this vi- 
cinity and their inability to ob- 
tain them. 

E. H. Gibson of the Upland 
chamber of commerce committee, 
wrote to the War Manpower Com- 
mission, pointing out the situa- 
tion and appealing for the alloca- 
tion of priorities. The commis- 
Sion office is in Los Angeles. 

The chamber recently launched 
a campaign to present the need 
for additional houses to the fed- 

| eral agency. Obtaining of the 
statements from the would-be 
tenants is only one phase of the 
effort and additional information 
may be presented by Owen wW. 
Davis, president, and James V. 
Latimer, secretary.

RATES REDUCED 


Upland citizens will be required 
to pay about the same total tax 
rate for 1943-44 as they did for 
1942-43, even though the city of 
Upland and the Upland school 
district tax rates will be higher. 

The county tax rate and the 
Chaffey school district tax rate 
‘will be lower than last year ana 
the reduced rateg will virtually 
offset the increases, according to 
an unofficial tabulation today. 

Increase in the assessed valua- 
tion of the county and the Chaf- 
fey school distrct is regarded as 
the major reason for the lower 
rates, Establishment of the Kaiser 
Co. steel plant and the Cal-Aero 
academy have resulted in a huge 
valuation boost with a consequent 
reduction in the tax rates, it was 
pointed out by C. E. Grier, chair- 
man of the San Bernardino coun- 
ty board of supervisors. 

Valuation of the Chaffey dis- 
trict ig boosted by nearly 40 per 
cent as the result of the Kaiser 
company property, he pointed out 
and this same valuation means an 
increase in the county figures. 

Residents within the Upland 
School district will be cnarged a 
city and local school rate of ap- 
proximately 47 cents higher this 
year than last year. Just how 
much reduction mill be made in 
the county and Chaffey rates is 
not known, but the combined total 
is expected to be about the same 
as for the last year.
